This is a user manual for equity warrant deals. It describes the various menus and masks 
for selecting market members and setting underlying values, for selecting and displaying 
quotes and for selecting, displaying and capturing equity warrant deals. 
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29 English Summary of Confirmation of the QT Optec company dated December 12, 
1997 (German) with Encl. 1 to 3 (German/English) 

This is a confirmation by QT Optec representatives, that a software program named 
FMM or HIT has been developed by the company, which comprises a module for 
automatically replying to quote requests. The program is used since 1992 for own deals 
at SOFFEX and is offered publicly since 1993. Customers have used the program for 
trade on the German Futures Exchange and SOFFEX and on the OM in Stockholm.

This document defines the reaction time as the period of time within which a dealer must 
conclude a transaction, starting from the time when the amount was captured and the 
corresponding exchange rate was presented, until conclusion of the business transaction 
in the closing template. Conditions, options and security requirements are outlined. 

36 English Summary of DIOS Schulungsunterlagen, SGZ-Bank, dated 10./11.10.1994 

This document presents the training programme for employees of the SGZ Bank 
regarding the Foreign Exchange Information and Ordering System ("DIOS"). It presents 
the detailed training schedule over a period of two days. 

37 English Summary of Rundschreiben of the SGZ-Bank to the Volks- and 
Raiffeisenbanken / 4 letters, dated 15.08.1995, 13.04.1995, 04.07.1994, 10.08.1995 
(German) 

These are two letters to the Boards of Directors of the cooperative banks ("Volksbanken" 
and "Raiffeisenbanken"). The first letter informs them that all types of transactions can 
be concluded with the SGZ Bank online via DIOS as from 31.07.1995. Representatives 
of the cooperative banks have already been introduced to the functional and technical 
features of DIOS and are convinced of the service spectrum. The second letter presents 
the annual report for the 1 1 1th financial year of the SGZ Bank. The launch of DIOS on 
the AGM of 26.04.1995 in Mannheim is announced and employees of the cooperative 
banks are invited to attend. 

38 English Summary of INFORMATION / Matarbeiterzeitung der SGZ-Bank / 
September, 1994, pp. 1-2 (German) 

These are two press reports, the first one about two evenings of concert music, sponsored 
by the SGZ Bank, "R + V Versicherungen", "Bausparkasse Schwabisch Hall" and Union- 
Investment. About 150 invited guests attended the performances during these two 
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evenings. The second report covers the announcement of the Foreign Exchange 
Information and Ordering System ("DIOS") with the objective of electronic dealing. 

39 English Summary of Rundschreiben of the SGZ-Bank to the Volks- and 
Raiffeisenbanken / 2 letters, dated 11.10.1994 and 11.11.1994 (German)

The online offer, which is primarily aimed 
at cooperative banks, could possibly be a start to offer raw material futures contracts 
based on DM for the first time.

The first section presents an overview of the 
hardware, while the second section covers software, particularly operating systems, 
auxiliary programs and languages. The third section contains a lexicon of more than 600 
terms. The second document shows the description of the terms "template", "text 
marking", "mass storage", "matrix" and "matrix printer". 
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45 English Summary of Lecture by Dipl.-Math. Steffen Rabmann, "Sicherheit in der 
Korrununikationstechnik September, 1993 (German) 

This is a flyer about Security in Communication Technology and Information Processing. 
The second page contains a schedule of the topics which will be addressed, comprising 
IT Security and Security in Networks (heterogeneous, local, public, national and 
international computer networks). 

46 English Summary of Prospekt DIOS / Stand 2 / 1996 (German) 

This is an Appendix El to a document, containing information about the innovative 
product "DIOS" (Foreign Exchange Information and Ordering System), which was 
developed by the SGZ Bank and which allows direct access to real-time exchange rates, 
current market information and online dealing. Comprehensive information management 
forms part of DIOS, leading to a new dimension of service quality. 

47 English Summary of Prospekt DIOS / Stand 4 / 1995 (German) 

This is an Appendix E2 to a document, outlining the features of DIOS: absolutely current 
information, precise exchange rate administration and the ability to immediately react to 
price fluctuations on international foreign exchange markets.

This is a Training Manual explaining the DIOS maintenance dialogues. It covers 
Windows, Options and Security.

This is an Appendix E7 to a document, containing a letter from FIDUCIA to SGZ Bank, 
confirming SGZ Bank's intention to participate in the FIDUCIA Exhibition from 27- 
29.06.1995 and requesting contact to be made with the Project Manager, Mr. Peter 
Bogner, in order to discuss the scope of the exhibition stand. 
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50 English Summary of Extract Prospekt F1DUCIA, 27.-29.6.1995 (German) 

This is an Appendix E8 to a document, summarising the presentation of SGZ Bank, 
outlining the features of DIOS as follows: absolutely current information, precise 
exchange rate administration and the ability to immediately react to price fluctuations on 
international foreign exchange markets. 

51 English Summary of Kurzbeschreibung, "Erste Schritte" of the DIOS System, dated 
May 10, 1995 

This is an Appendix E9 to a document, presenting a brief description of the initial steps in 
working with DIOS.

This is an Appendix E10 to a document, presenting an empty template for capturing all 
details of a business transaction.
